As Administrator of General Services with the statutory responsibility for 
prescribing regulations necessary to administer the laws governing travel, 
allowances, and entitlements, it is my objective to ensure that the 

governing regulations are consistent with the President's energy. plan. 
Your support is required to assure compliance with the regulations and the 
intent of the President's plan within your agency. 
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Federal Travel Regulations (para. 1-2.2c) provide that:

I hope you will join me in working toward a Federal travel program that 
will be an example to the private sector of optimum energy conservation.
